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dlffieoUiM which obstruct the inquiier m his scueh after inlbniMitioii oon- 
cerning the lives and ptoductioas of tibose who have enlai^ged the sphere of 
science, or who have contributed to the stock of rational amusemeiit. Even of 
such as liave attained the highest degree of reputation, we have frequently to la- 
ment the waut of correct and minute intelligence, the knowledge of which 
would increase our admiration and improvement, by enablmg us to form a more 
exact estimate of their moral and literary character than can be drawn from 
the iiiragre memoriais which have been handed down to us by their contem- 
poraries. Few are the names recorded in the history of literatnic, of whom it 
€an be said that biography is eiliausted ; lor of naml»ers whose works yield 
instruction and entertainment, not the least record can be found. Modern in- 
dustry indeed has been usefully employed in rescuing forgotten merit from total 
oblivion, and in restoring to their proper owners valuable pieces, which either 
ignorance or want of taste had cast aside amidst the lumberof the schools and 
the extravagancies of fanaticism. Still much remains to stimulate the dilieent 
to fresh eaertidns ; for such has been the carelessness of the two piecediag 
centuries^ with respect to their brightest ornaments, that no one who slmll de- 
vole a portion of his time to the task of illustrating their personal history, 
or of ascertaining the number and description of tlieir writings, will labor m 
vain. But at least the negligence of which we complain affords a lesson of 
caution with regard to existing genius, that those who come after us may not 
have reason to bring against us a similar accusation. 

The advanced state of knowledge, with the consequent multiplication of 
books on all subjects, and the tacilitjr that b given to every species of inquiry, 
amy traly be said to constitute tile triumph ofUtesatnie ; bui like every other 
honorable triumph, it brings in its train as many dutiea as trophies, that 
what has been laboriously acquired may become permanently beneficial. 
In proportion, therefore, as science is extended and the love of it increases, 
it is necessary to provide helps for those who want immediate information on 
the pmsuits and merits of the numerous candidates for literary^ lame. With 
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lip view was formed the project of publishing a yearly report exclusively 
devoted to the actml state * of litentme aiid the Aitt ; compicluiidiDg 4 
aeptrate DMonary of Antlion, anotiier of the Prafti sort of Puotiog^ 

Engraving,- Sculpture, &c. ; and one of Musical Composers. It was also 
intended to have followed these leading departments with a statisUcal 
account of learned establishments and scientific institutions, in various part!<( 
of the British empire ; notices of inventions and discoveries ; and in short to 
have concentrated, in a moderate compass, an exact register of all matters 
connected with the progress of human knowledge. But however useful such 
a design appeared, and much as something of the kind is wanting, it was tt 
length found that the eompus proposed would not admit of satisfiietoij 
detail ; and therefore it became expedient to make some alteration in the plan 
by detaching the Biographical divisions, and forming them into separate pub- 
lications. The Dictionary of Livinji Authors is accordingly now offered to 
the Literary World, in a much more substantial form than it could have pos- 
sibly been if confined to the limits it was originally intended to occupy. It 
irin occur to the intelligent leader that the idea of soeh a work is 
not new, for there have heen at least three attempts made towards a collec- 
tion of this description in our own country, and within our remembrance ; 
hot wiiat is singular and worthy of observation» the scheaw-'iqppiifNuniating 
the nearest to that which now waits the public approbation, was one projected 
by an enlightened fonigner, and published at Berlin in 1791, with this title:

Von Jeremias David Benss, ordintfichen Professor 
der Phil<isophie und Unter Bibliothekar hey der Universitnls— Bibiiothek nu 
Gottingen. 2, vols. 8vo." This Alphabetical Register of all the Authors 
living in Great Britain, &c.. with a catalogue of their publications;" met With 
80 favorable a reception as to induce Professor Reuss, in 1804, to publish a 
Supplement to it in two volumes. It is surely not a little extraordinary that 
the plan of so useful a catalogue as this should never have occurred to any 
of our euterpriziog countrymen ; but it is still more unaccountable that the 
biographical lists of Uving Authors which have appeared among ns should 
foil far short of the Oerman work in extent and accuracy of information. 
The last, it iS'tr|ie» consists of a mere index of names, and a register of pub- 
lications without memoir or observation ; but the best of the English compila- 
tions passes over without notice many writers of the first order, and gives a 
very slender and imperfect account of others. The essential articles of dates, 
anecdotes, professions and pursuits, are slighted for splenetic remarks and 
idle criticism. Forgetful that a Dictionary of this class is principally valua* 
ble as a book of reforence, and that as such it cannot he too comoiis in ate 
lacts, and simple m the narration ; these compilers have rdatodaotning where 
the .subject required detail, while they liave been piolia when they ought to 
have been silent. 

With such errors and deficiencies in the collections of those who have 
preceded them in this course, the editors of the present volume have been 
careful to give as complete a catalogue of exbtiug authors, accompanied by 
brief but accurate sketches of their memoirs, and a correct list of thev pnUicai^ 
tions, as could be obtamed. It must be evident, upon the most hasty and 
superficial observation, that such a body of information could not possible 
ne collected and systematiied without ' gieat labour and assislaiiGe. Mudb

E. xtravagiiiit as were these prctensi(»ns, 
there were not wanting persons distin- 
guished for abilities, whb openly asserted 
the divinityof his mission. Among these 
the most conspiriiotjs wa^^ Nathaniel 
Brasscy llalhed, Esq. a Member ot Par- 
liament, and a gentleman eminent for 
his extensive attainments in classical, 
and i»articularly in oriental literature. 
Several pampiilets w ere published on ilie 
subject, and such was the infatuation of 
a few deluded jpersons, that they sold all 
they posscssecl, in order to ])c ready to 
acconi|)any tlie prophet to the Holy Land. 
This mad enthusiast was at length 
properly noticed b^ government, and 
contined as a lunatic.

In 
1803, when Mr. Pitt returned to the helm, 
Mr. C. became Treasurer of the Navy, 
wiiich ollice he resigned on the death of 
his patron in 1806, when he was elected 
M.P. for Sligo. In 1807, on the forma- 
tion of Mr. Perceval's administration, he 
was returned for Hastings, and became 
secretary of state ibr roreijgn aflairs; 
but in 1809 a misunderstanding with Us 
colleague, Lord Castlercagh, respecting 
the conduct of the fatal expedition 
against Walchercn, occasioned hisi" re- 
signation, and a duel, in which Mr. Can- 
niii'j. was wounded. Since that time he 
has not filled any public station: he is 
supposed to be poiiticallv attached to the 
Marquis Wellesley, and at the general 
election, in 1812, was chosen one of. the 
representatives of Liverpool. Mr. C. is , 
married to a daughter of the late Ge- 
neral Scott, sister to the Duchess of . 
Portland, with whom he received a con- 
ridtnUe fertuae.

Wnen Lord Camdeo, whose sister was 
his step-mother, became viceroy of Ire- 
land, he acted as his chief secretary, and 
continued to hold the same othce under 
lu8 successor. After the union, in the 
accomplishment of which his lordship 
took a very active part, he was re- 
turned to the imperial parliament. He 
was Dominated a privy oounselhir and 
PresideDt of the Board of Control. This 
office he retained during the administra- 
tion of Mr. Addington, and when Mr. 
Pitt Tesumed the dtrection of affairs, Lord 
C. became minister at war. On the 
death of Pitt, his lordship with his col- 
leagues retired from office; button the 
accession of Perceval to power, he re- 
gained his former po^t. llis misunder- 
standing and duel with Mr. Canning, 
already adverted to, (see Canning,) occar- 
sioned the resi<^uatiun of the latter, and 
the removal ot his lordship to the de- 
partment for foreign affairs. In 1794 
Lord C. married Amelia, youngest sister 
of the present Karl of Buckinghamshire.

In that country he endeavoured to sup- 
port himself by his literary exertions, 
which were devoted almost exclusively 
to political topics, and he also opened a 
bookseller's shop in Philadelphia. His 
publications ushered into the worldunder 
the name of Peter Porcupine, were cal- 
culated to couiiccract the ascendancy of 
the French interest in the United States, 
snd the freedom of some of his observa- 
tions subjected him to prosecutions for 
libels, la 1801 he returned t(» Eni;land, 
and commenced a daily newspaper under 
the title of the Porcuvine; this under- 
taking failed, and he began his Weekly 
Register, which is siill continued. The 
success oi the ialLcr, iiotwithstandioc the 
notorious political tereiversation ana oc- 
casional coarseness oi the author, has 
laised Mr. C. to affluence^ aad enabled 
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him to purchase a valuable estate at Bot- 
iey, in Hampshire, where he resides. 
For an article in lhi^ paper he was prO" 
secuted by way of information by the 
Attorney General. The trial took place 
in June, 1810, when he was found guilty 
and sentenced to be imprisoned in New- 
gate for two years, and to pay a fine of 
^U)00. In some observations on this 
event he says; i have been laboring 
seventeen years since I quitted the army. 
I have never known what it was to enjoy 
any of that which the world calls plea- 
sure. From a beginning with nothing, 
I have ac(}uired Uie means of making 
some provision for a family of six chil£ 
rcn (the renjaiiis of thirteen;, besides 
having for several years maintained 
almost wholly, three times as many

At Buenos 
Ayres he ha^ the command of a division, 
and headed the light brigade under Sir 
John Moore in Spain ; and has since 
commanded the light brigade of Lord 
Wellington's army with the highest dis- 
tinction. In the parliament \vnich met 
in 1802, he had a scat for I'>ast Retford, 
for which borough he was elected after a 
severe contest.

DiBDiN, (JiJAULts, bora at 6ouihajTip- 
ton about 1748, and educated at Win- 
chester with'a view to the ctmrch ; but a 
passion for music })rou<!;ht him at the 
early age of fifteen to Lomlon, and inuo- 
duced htm to the stage, both as an actor 
and composer. On qiiitiing it the Circus 
was built for him, aiul he was manager 
of it for two seasons, after which he 
launched a new species of entertainment, 
consisting of songs, music, and recita- 
tion, of which he was himself the sole 
"writer, composer, and performer. For 
these exhibitions, which he continued 
twenty years, he built a neat little theatre 
in Leicester-streei, Leicesrer-?quarp ; but 
was at length obliged to relinquish it, 
havidg involved himself considerably by 
the speculation. The infinite variety of 
patriotic songs, naval and military, which 
he produced in the cour'^e ot these enter- 
tainments, were known to liave excited 
an extraordinary enthusiasm for the ser- 
'vice in the lower classes during tlie war 
with France, and his merits in this line 
were justly remunerated by government 
with a pension of SOOiL a year, which he 
enjoyed for some time, till on a change 
of administration it was cut oft'. On 
leaving his theatre he opened a music 
shop in the Strand, but without success; 
on which a number ot gentlemen taking 
* into consifkrition the nuihitarious claims 
of this old servant of the public, set on 
foot a subscription by which an annual 
provision has oecn nvuHe for Mr.'D. dur- 
mg his life, the principal bding reserved 
for his wile and daughter after hi>^ de- 
cease.

for tbe Foreign Department. In 1805 
he wa« nominated Chaiicellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, and appointed Am- 
bassador Extraordinary and Minister Ple- 
nipotentiary to the Court of Berlin, for 
the express purpose of forming a treaty 
with Ptussia, but the object of his mis- 
sion was frustrated by the fatal battle 
of Austerlitz. His Lordship, who suc- 
ceeded his father in the Barony of Har- 
rowbv in 1808, was invested with the 
£arld>om in 1809. Upon the dissolution 
of the Whii; Administration in 1807, he 
became a Member of the Cabinet with- 
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out holding any office, if we except his 
being PiresideDt of the Board «f Contvoid 

for a short time in 1809, until die 11th of 
June 1812, when he was appointed Lord 
President pf the Council in consequence 
of the arrangements made on the death 
of Mr. Perceval. He married in 1795 
Lady Susan-Levison Gowcr, daughter of 
the tirst Marq^uis of Stafford, by whom 
he has several children. One Speech 
by this nobleman has been published^ 
but whether under his sanction does' not 
appear.

In 1761 he 
became a member of the government of 
Bengal and about 1765 returned to Eng- 
land : and it is a .singular fact, that on 
the failure of the remittances of part of 
his acfjRisitions, ' he had not interest to 
obtain at first his re-appointment to an- 
official situation in Bengal. His exami- 
nation at the bar of the H. of Com. dur- 
ing an inquiry into the affiiirs of th^ 
Company, led to his nomination, in ItCTt 
as a member of the council of Madras ; 
and in 1771 he was elevated to the go- 
vernment of Bengal, over which he pre- 
sided till his return to England, in IfBS. 
An impeachment was instituted against 
him in the ensuing session of Parlia- 
ment, for mal-adinmistration ; his trial 
commenced in 1788, and seven years 
afterwards he was acquitted of all the 
charges preferred against him. His law 
expenses on this occasion exceeded 
60,000/. i in cpnsidcration of which, and 
his public services, tbe £. Ind. Company 
voted him an annual pension of 4000/. 
for twenty-eight years and a half. Since 
that period Hr. H« has lived in retire* 
meat; from which he was recently calkd 
to give evidence at the bar of the H. of 
Com. on the application of tbe E. India 
Comp. for a renewal of the Charter. 
The term of his pension having expired 
in 1813, the same sum has by a recent 
vote been secured to him for lite. — •

After finishing his^ education 
he spent several years in foreign travel, 
and returned home in 1791. Being 
strongly attached to Antiquarian pur- 
suits and prevented by the political 
state of the continent from following 
them abroad, he turned bis attention 
towards the antiquities of his own 
country. He first passed two or three 
summers in Wales, with a view to illus- 
trate the very scarce and curious itine- 
rary made through that principality by 
Giraidiis dc Barri, m 1188, when Baldwin, 
Archbishop of Canterbury, made his pro- 
gress through the country to promote the 
cause of tlie Crusades. The work which 
he produced on this subject contains 60 
views of antiquities, portraits, sepulchral 
effigies, &c. engraved from Sir Richard's 
drawings by Messrs. Byrne and Basiie. 
At the same lime he published a small 
impression ol the original work in Latin, 
which .had become extremely scarce. He 
has since directed bis attention to the 
antiquities of Ireland, and lastly to those 
of the county in which he resides. By 
a persevering, expensive, and minute in- 
vestigation of the spacious downs with 
which Wiltshire aboiuids, undertaken 
with a view to the elucidation of the 
earliest period of British history, he has 
ascertained numerous and undoubted re- 
ndenoes of the Britons ; and by opening 
barrows has been enabled to throw con- 
siderable light on the ancient customs of 
our British ancestors. The whole work 
is richly decorated with views, maps, and 
plans, and at the conclusion Sir R. has 
announced his intention of publishing 
the Ancient History of North Wiltshire, 
oa the same scale and plan. Sir R. mar- 
ried in 1783 the Hon. Hester, daughter 
of the late Lord Lyttelton, by whom he 
has one son.

At thirty-two he married the daughter of 
a respectable farmer of Aston in Derby- 
shire, with whom he lived upwards of 
Inrtj yMiSy and 1^ whom bt md a ton 



and dau«jhter, both living. Soon after 
his mamajge he added the stationary bu- 
siness to that of bookselling, and with so 
much success as to induce him in time 
to relinquLsh the^ latter altogether. At 
the age of fif^-six he commenced au- 
thor,-and the fruits of his application ap- 
peared in the History of Birmingham, of 
which a fourth edition is now prepared for 
the press. In the riots of 170 1, Mr. liut- 
ton, notwithstanding his pacific habits^ 
.suffered .severely, liis house in the town 
bein^ destroyed, with the stock in trade 
and turniture, after which the infuriated 
mob demolished his residence in the 
country. At the age of sixty-nine, he 
retired from business with a hand- 
some fortune, and resides on Bennett's 
Hill, near Birm^igham, enjoying his ^ 
cultics with uncommon vigor, though 
considerably advanced beyond the ordi- 
nary period of human existence.

This induced liim to try some 
experiments, the success of which en- 
couratred him to push his inquiries far- 
ther, and at length the most latidableand 
disinterested spirit led him to make pub- 
lic the important secret, which, had he 
chosen to keep concealed or confined to 
his own practice and emolument, would 
have procured him an immense fortune. 
Vaccination was at first received with 
great caution, but the sueeess of it soon 
dispelled the doubts of men of sdenc^ 
and they who opposed it at the outset, 
honorably came forward to attest their 
conviction of its efficacy ; though a few 
empirics and bigots still continued to im- 
pede its progress, and to alarm the igno- 
rant by tales of danger which were the 
mere coini^e of the crafty to decMve the 
weak. Dr. Jenner, however, received 
the most honorable testimonies to the 
value of his discovery iu two parliamen- 
tary grants, amounting in the whole to 
thirty thousand pounds, in the sanction 
of all the learned societies throughout 
Europe, and the extension of the practice 
over all the world. In the present year, 
the University of Oxford did itself honor 
in conferring upon him the degree of 
Doctor of Medicine, by diploma. Dt.

Chapcile, and oiliers. On his reiura. to 
England he established himself in I^oB* 
don, under the powerful auspices of I^. 
Fothergill, and aided by his connexions 
with the Quakers. He was, in 1709, ad-* 
mitted a licentiate of the College of Phy- 
sicians, the year after elected a fellow 
of the Society of Antifpiaries, and the 
next he became a member of the Royal 
Society. His time was now devoted to 
his profession, and few men perhaps 
have acquired a greater reputation tor 
skill and puilanthropy. The charities of 
Dr. Lettsom have been most extensive, 
and no institution, of a benevolent ldnd» 
has been formed in the metropolis with- 
out experiencing the eft'ccts ot his gene- 
rosity.

was born in 1765 in the parish ufDures, 
in the county of Inverness, lie received 
his education at the 8chool of Fortrose 
and at King's College, Aberdeen, where 
his studies were directed to tlie profes- 
sion of the healing art, and in 1787 lie 
took his doctor's degree in thai laculty. 
On the death of his father he applied to 
the law, and became a student of Lin^ 
coin's fnn, where, at the rominenrement 
of the I rene h ijLevolutiotj, he contracted 
an intimacy with Godwin and other 
persons who distinguished themselves 
by their 7o;il in the rausc of political re- 
form. Afterwards the fervor of Mr. 
Mackintosh abated, and at the recoin* 
mendation of Mr. Pitt, he was chosen to 
read a course of lectures on the laws atid 
constitution of England in the hail of 
Lincoln's Inn, in the course of which he 
declaimed so vehemently i^ainst the 
opinions of his old associates, as to brin^ 
upon him>^elf the charge of political 
apostasy. When Peltier was subiected 
to a {prosecution for a lib^ on the charac- 
ter of Napoleon Buonnparte first consul 
of France, Mr. Mackintosh displayed 
uncoiQuioii powers oi eioouence in the 
defence of his client. The abilities 
which he displayed ou this occasion bad 
a considerable influence in the appoint- 
ment of the advocate to the office of Re- 
corder of Bombay, where bi9 oratorical 
talents frequently caHed Ibrth the admi- 
ration of the Europeans and natives. 
While on this station he is said to have 
employed his leisure hours in thccQwpo* 
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aition of a history of England, from the 
Revuiiition to the present reign. On hts 
' return to England Sir James was elected 
into p.uTiiituent tor the shire of Nairn, 
but in ihp HouH' of Commons he has 
not cuinmandeU that attention which 
might have been expected from the re- 
port of his literary attainments and elo- 
cution.

in Holland. His Lordship accompanied 
the Princess of Wales to England, hav- 
ing been appointed by his Majesty to 
conclude and sign the treaty of marriage.

At Gottingen he resided 
several years and thus he qualified him- 
self for a translation of one of the pro- 
ibundest works into the Englbh lan- 

.guage. But theological studies did not 
wholly engross his thoughts and time on 
the continent, for there he acquired much 
^ important information on public atl'airs, 
• and was enabled to render some essential 
service to his country, for which he 
hiul a pension granted to him during 
the administration of Mr. Pitt. When 
the French armies carried devastation 
throughout Germany, our author thought 
proper to return home to his native la'id, 
and the bosom of his alma mater. On 
the death of Mr. Mainwaring he succeed- 
ed to the professorship, and with a laud- 
able zeal to discharijp the duties of his 
Station in the most beneficial manner, 
he immediately eoga£ed in a course of 
English lectures on Theology, instead of 
Laim ones, according to the ancient 
usage. By this new mode he was en- 
abled to render the appointment of uni- 
versal advantage, smce persons of all 
orders and descriptions had the advan- 
tage of his instruction ; the lectures be- 
ing dcUvercd frunj the uuiversiiy pulpit. 
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It has been the fortune of the professor 

to be more embroiled in various contro- 
versy than any other person of ti)e pre- 
sent age. Hb first congest was with the 
late Archdeacon Travis, on a question of 
theological criticism. He was next en- 
gaged in defending^ the honor and re- 
sources of Britain from the virulent at- 
tacks of one of those mischievons beings 
who in the heat of war endeavoured to 
dispirit his countrymen, and to animate 
their adversaries. Afterwards he wa^ 
occu[)ied in defending his hypothesis re« 
specdng the history of Uie Gospels 
against an acute but anonymous writer 
of the sister university, and who cer- 
tainly was not treated in this dispute 
with the respect due to his rral talents 
and supposed dignity. Our nuthor was 
next brought into a newspaper warfare, 
in the much agitated Question respecting 
the claims of Dr. Bell and Joseph Iian« 
raster. Nearly connected with this con- 
troversy was one on tiic views of the 
Bible Society, which brought upon the 
professor a swarm of inflamea spirits 
who attacked him with an asperity ill 
agreeint^ with tbe grave import of the 
subject. What was very extraordinary 
while the doctor was thus at issue with 
his ardent brethren, he received a chal* 
lenge from another quarter, and as if the 
Romanists wanted to make a convert of 
so renowned a polemic, one of their most 
po])ular priests in the metropolis ventur* 
ed to congratulate him on riaving drawn 
some of his sharpest arrows from the 
papal quiver. This was a Uttle too liardy, 
and the event proved that the man had 
neither considered his own powers nor 
the strength of his adversary. Like the 
** slieep that went to Rome for wool and 
returned home shorn," this meddlmg 
gentleman met with a reception whicn 
will niukc him ridiculous whenever the 
two names shall be associated. The tbl- 
lowlng list of the i^blicalions which the 
professor has sent mto the world cannot 
fail to excite surprise, on account of their 
variety and importance, the fecundity of 
the author's genius, and the rapidity of 
his pen:

Martin, John, Pastor of the Particu- 
lar Baptist congregation, meeting in 
Keppel Street, Bedford Square. He was 
born at Spalding in Lincolnshire, March 
15, 1741 ; converted by a Methodist 
preacher, as he was tnvdlUne with his 
master, an attorney, into Yorkshire : 
brought into a new state by a Baptist 
minister near Boston, and confirmed 
therein by goin^ to London in 1760 to 
kirn watch-wuNiifi{^ and to tit under 
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Dr. Gill. In 17Ct> he became the j)astor 
of a congrc;^ation at Sheepshead m Lo- 
cestershire, where he employed himself 
in writing and preacliing. He also at- 
tended to what is now called village and 
itinerant preaching, and rode for that 
purpose about two-thousand miles a year. 
A match was made for bini in 17<11 with 
Miss Jessoph, daugbtcr of a farmer near 
Sleaford, " who," as he says, " loved 
him sincerely, and did him good, and not 
harm, all the days of her hfc.** She died 
and was buried at Sheepshead in 1765. 
Wheu he deteruiined to quit the country 
for London, to which be had various 
calls, he accepted the pastoral office 
among the members of a meeting in 
Grafton Street. Within two years, how- 
ever, one third of bis congregation scpa* 
rated, and their pastor was left in afnio- 
tion, to support himself by writing and 
publishing various pieces which were well 
received. Mr. Martin afterwards grew 
into reputation, and in 1794 was enabled 
to build his present merting which is at- 
tended by a most respectable congrega- 
tion. It is but justice to observe, that he 
is orthodox in his religious views, very 
loyal in his conduct, and altogether a 
worthy man in private life. Some years 
a^, however, tiie board of Baptists con- 
ceiving themselves ofiended by some de- 
clarations which he made in a Sermon 
preached before them, strongly reprobat- 
ing the political deportment of many 
Dissenters, thought fit to eject him from 
their society. Such was the toleration of 
this body of Nonconformists towards one 
whose only fault consisted in his loyalty 
and the conscientious discharge of hit 
duty.

When the controversy 
excited by Chatterton engaged public at- 
tention, Mr. Mathias embarked on the 
side of Bo#ley, and in vindtciiting thd 
audienticity of tiie p|oems attributed t6 
that person, he was assisted by Dr. Glynn. 
In 1794 appeared the first part of an ano- 
nvmous poem entitled the Pursuits of 
Literature, which, when completed in 
four parts, attracted universal notice, 
chiefly on account of the notes, which . 
abound in deep aod ^i^osive learning, 
with keen and discrinuoating criticism 
on public men and opinions. It has been 
trul^ observed that " the cause of Uterar 
ture has never been supported in n ds^ of 
diifir and pervemon* upon pnoi^kl 
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more eiedknt, or with powers better ad- 
apted to their object." After ascribing 
this work to various writers of higii rank, 
tlie general voice united in hxing it uoon 
Hr.

and in this distressing state Dr. Parr re- 
ceived tlie suhjcct ol" the present article 
under his care and tuition. That emi- 
nent scholar not only directed his studies 
but afforded him a liberal support. From 
Dr. Parr's seminary he removed to Uni- 
versity College, Oxford, where he had 
Sir William Scott for his tutor.

In the year 1785, Mr. Pinker- 
ton surprised the literary world with a 
Tery extraordinary performance, under 
the assumed name of Robert lieron, in 
which work he ran down the anciento, 
and criticised the best of the moderns, 
with an air of assurance that could not 
have been warranted even by the niobt 
confirmed character of taste, learning, 
and judj^ont. In these ridiculous let- 
ters, he had also the vanitv lo recommend 
a new system of orthography nioro \\in- 
tastical and absurd, il possiole, than tlial 
which his eountrymaoy Mr. Elphinstone, 
endeavoured, with so much zeal, to intro- 
duce. Mr. Pinkeiton, by contriving to 

fain the friendshiu of the late Horace

came acquainted with Gibbon the hbto- 
rian, and other uersons of eminence.

acadeitty at HoxtoOt having for his col- 
league in the same seminary the late Dr. 
Kippis. In 1786 our author resigned bis 
ritoation and soon after another instita- 
tion was formed on the same plan, at 
Hackney, with the title of the New Col- 
lege^t ot which Dr. Rees was appointed 
one of the tutors, but after some time 
this seminary dwindled to nothing, and 
the doctor relinquished his share in the 
concern. The first settlement of the doc- 
tor as the pastor of a congregatidn was at 
St. Thomas's in South wark about fifty 
years ago : from thence he was invited 
to take charge of the meeting in the Old 
Jewry, and latterly he ofiiciates in a new 
chapel in Jewin Street. As an author he 
is known chiefly by his edition of Cham- 
bers's Cyclopedia, which began to be 
published in 1781 and was completed in 
1786, in 4 vols, folio. That work having 
become obsolete, the proprietors engaged 
in one upon an entire new and most 
extensive scale, with the doctor's name 
fwefixed to it. The first part of this dio- 
tionary of the sciences, which will surpass 
the famous one published in France, ap- 
peared in quarto in 1802, and it is still 
I n progress.

In consequence 
of this he was presented to the rectory 
of St. Magnus, London Bridge, and in 
1798, made Master of the Temple. On 
the' death' of Dr. Holmes, he was pro- 
moted to the Deanry of Winchester, 
with which he continues to hold his other 
preferments. Dr. Heunell is a profound 
eehblar aqd intimately conversant with 
the winters of the Platonic scbqoL As a 
preacher,' he is distinguished hy the clear- 
est reasoning and the most impassioned 
fearorestness of manner, whicli of course 
tannOt £ul to gain him fixed attention, 
lie was suspected, at onetime, of having 
been concerned in the Pursuits of Litera- 
tdfe^ frci»m' which eharse he thought it 
his duty to free himself by a public dor 
chration.

He was born August IQ, 1774, at Bristol, 
where his father carried on an extensive 
business as a wholesale linen draper. 
The son was educated first under Mr. 
Foote a baptist minister of great ability, 
but at that time very aged. After a short 
time voung Southey was removed to a 
school at Carston, where he remained 
about two years, and was then entered at 
Westminster School in 1787, where, in 
1790, he fell under censure tor his con- 
cern in the rebellion excited against the 
master, Dr. Vincent. In 1792 he became 
a student of Baliol College, Oxford, with 
a^view to the church, but Unitarian pria- 
cipleaand the revolutimuuy mania pat 
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an end to that design. So strongly did 

he imbibe the new opinions on politics 
which the explosion in France had pro- 
duced, that he, with his friends Lovell 
and Coleridge, projected a plan of settling 
on the banKs of the Susquehannah in 
North America, and of there founding a 
new republic. Thts Utopian scheme was 
Boon dissolved for the want of means, and 
in 1795 Mr. Suuthey married Miss 
Tricker, soon after which event he ac- 
companied his maternal uncle the Rev. 
Mr. Hill to Portugal, that gentleman be- 
ing appointed Chaplain to the Factory at 
Lisbon. In 1801 Mr. Southey obtained 
the appointment of Secretai^ to tlieliight 
Hon. Isaac Corry, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer for Ireland. On retiring from 
office with his patron, our author went to 
reside in a cottage near Keswick, where. 
also dwelt under the same roof the widow 
of his friend Lovell and the wife of Mr, 
Coleridge, both which ladies are sisters 
to Mrs. Southey. In 1813 he succeeded 
Mr. Pye as Poet Laureat, and it miist be 
confessed that, with some alight excep- 
tions, his subsequent performances are 
such as do credit to the appointment.

he admitted as an excuse for its tendency. 
Shortly after this she accompanied her 
father to Paris, but iier residence there 
-vas short, for the freedom of her opi- 
nions, and the poiniUynty of Necker, in- 
duced Buonaparte to pronounce a sen- 
tence of banishment against Madame de 
Stael, who said to him, " You are giving 
^e a cntel celebrity ; I shall occupy a 
line in your history." This, perhaps, 
might be wit, but it was far from being 
prudent; and she ieltthe eil'ects of her in- 
discretion, for having settled near Rouen 
she was- ordered to remove to a greater 
distance from Paris, on which she with- 
drew to Frankfort, with her friend and 
protector, Benjamin Constant From 
Frankfort, Madame de Stael went to 
Berlin, where she received the intelli- 
sence of her father's illness, on which 
she hastened to Weimar, but found tluit 
he had died before, her arrival, April 9, 
1804. As soon as the first emotions of 
grief subsided, she employed herself in 
airanging his papers for publication, and 
they accordingly appeared in print the 
same year, at Geneva. In this publica- 
tion, she was mean enough to pay a 
high-flown compliment to Buonaparte, in 
hopes, no doubt, of sofMining down his 
resentment, though the man himself, 
and every body else, well knew that 
the panegyric did not proceed from the 
beart. The sentence of her banish- 
ment remained, and to alleviate her un- 
easiness under the decree, she travelled 
to Italy, which produced another novel 
foil as extrava^t and beautiful as Dcl- 
phine. She atterwards resided, for some 
time, at the Swedish capital, where she 
formed a close intimacy with the Crown 
jprince, Bernadotte, to whom she dedi- 
cated, in a venr flattering style, her little 
work on Suicide. From Stockholm, Ma- 
dame de Slael passed over to England, 
where she remained while the allies were 
mardiing upon Paris, to which city she 
returned on the restoration of Louis 
XVIII. in 1814. During her residence

Hon. John Dalrymple, 
Earl of, succeeded when youne to the 
title, upon the death of his uncle, William 
Crichton, Earl of Dumfries and Stair, 
who, in consequence of the marriage of 
his mother, Penelope, Countess of Dum- 
fries, in her own right, to William Dal- 
rvmple, eldest son of the great Earl of 
Stair, united both titles in his own per- 
sons but upon his death without issue, 
they separated to the other branches of 
the respective famihes.

Stanhope, Rt. Hon. Charles Maiion, 
Earl, is the son of Philip, Earl Stanhope, 
who was brought up under the eare of 
his uncle the celebrated Lord Ches* 
terfield. The present nobleman was 
bom August 3, 1753, and, at eight 
vears of age, was placed m. Eton School, 
but soon afterwaras taken by his father 
to Geneva, where he was put under 
the instructions of M. le Sage. Here 
he studied mathematics with such dili- 
gence and success, that at the age of 
eighteen he obtained an academical prize 
for a paper on the construction and pro- 
perties of the pendulum. In 1774, he 
was candidate for the city of Westmins- 
ter, but lost his election for that place, 
and was returned, by family interest, for 
the borough of High Wycombe, which 
he continued to represent till his acoes- 
■ion to the title in 1786. In the year 
1777, Lord Mahon, as he was then called, 
distinguished himself by his experiments 
Ibr seeuimg buildings froin fire, whkh 
made much noise at the time, but soon 
came to nothing on being found imprac- 
ticable. Soon alter this he invented an 
arithmetical maclune^ and baring suc- 
ceeded to a large estate hi Devonshire, 
he projected an extensive canal from the 
Bristol Channel to the southern part of 
the county, in which surrer he took the 
Isivels hhnsdf, and carried the theodolite 
many miles on his shoulders. On this 
occasion it was that he invented ihc 
"double inclined plane." In 1790, he 
built several vessels on a new construc- 
tion, to sail against wind and tide ; and 
afterwards he exhibited another in Ken- 
sington Gardens, the property of which 
was to sail with either end foronost. 
The Earl has also made great improve- 
ments in the construction of pnnting 
presses, and he has invented a new mode 
of tuning musical instnlments* In his 
public capacity he has ooodneted himself 
m a very remarkable manner by his open 
declarations in favor of liberty and equa- 
lity, and presiding in dubs which address- 
ed the Jacobins of France at the worst

In 1792, he 
went to Germany, from whence he tra- 
velled to Italy, and while at Rome, he 
contracted a marriage, according to the 
forms of the Romish church, with Lady 
Augusta Murray, daughter of the Earl of 
Dunmore, by whom he had a son named 
George, born Jan. 13, 1794. On the re- 
turn of the Prince and Lady Augusta to 
England, they were married by banns, in 
the parish church of St. Oeor^, Hano- 
ver Square, but a suit being instituted 
on the occasion, in the Ecclesiastical 
Court, the union was declared null and 
void.

Tatham, William, formerly a colonel 
in title American service, and lately su- 
pervisor of the London Dorks, was born 
in 1752, at llutton in the Forest, in Cum- 
berland, of which his father was rector, as 
he also was of Appleby, in the adjoining 
county. This son was the eldest of five 
children, and was brou<;bt up by his ma- 
ternal grandmother, the widow of Ucnry 
Matsden, Esq. of Gisbome Hall m York- 
ahire. He leceived the first port of his 
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education from a Mr. Ashburner, a 
quaker at Lancaster, after which be suc- 
cessively lived in the familiesof three res- 
pectable clergymen who added the office 
of tuition to their other duties. In 1769, 
young Tatham was sent across the At- 
lantic, to seek his fortune, with only a 
single guinea in his pocket. Here he was 
introduced into the employ of Messrs. 
Carter and Trent, merchants, on James 
River, in Virginia ; but when the revo- 
lutionary war oroke out he joined the 
colonial party, and was appointed adju- 
tant of the military force in the new dis- 
trict of Washington. In 1777, his ser- 
vices were rewaraed by the appointment 
of quarter master at Fort Vvilliam on 
Nolochuckie river, under General Sevier; 
and the same ^ear he was one of the 
commissioners in settling the treaty with 
the Cherokee Indians. Having been 
employed on various occasions, civil and 
military, he turned his attention to the 
study of the law, and in 1784, was ad- 
mitted to the bar. In 1786 he laid out 
and settled the town of Lcinberton, on 
the banks of Drowning Creek, in North 
Carolina, about which time also he ren- 
dered gieat service to that state by his 
surveys for improving inland navigation.' 
In 1787 he was elected a member of the 
state legislature of North Carolina, and 
the same year was appointed lieutenant 
colonel in the division of Fayette. The 
year following he visited England, where, 
notwithstanding the part which he had 
taken in the American war, he expe- 
rienced a very friendly reception. In 
1789, he returned to X'irginia, where lie 
was chosen to make a survey of ilie 
southern and western frontiers, which 
was published afterwards at Fliiladelpliia. 
In 1795 he went to Spain, on ii secret 
missiou, which had for its object an ami- 
■cable adjustment of differences respect- 
ing the boundaries of America and the 
Spanish provinces. After continuing 
there some months, he received a polite 
intimation to leave the kingdom, in con- 
sequence of which he came to London, 
where, in 1801, he was invited to under- 
take the supcrintendauce of the London 
Docks atWappin^, but the y^ follow- 
ing he resigned that situation, and has 
returned to Virginia.

VtNCENT, William, D.D. Dean of 

Westminster. This very learned Dhrine 
was born in London, where his father was 
a respec table dealer in a wholesale trade. 
Nov. 2, 1739. In 1753 he admitted 
a King't acbolar of Westminster School, 
and ill 1757 elected to Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where, in 1761, he took the 
degree of B.A. and the year following bo 
was appointed Usher of WestminsteJ* 
School. In 1764 he took the degree of 
JM.A. and io 1776 thatof Doctor in Divi- 
nity. In irrs he was presented to tho 
united rectories of AUhallows the Great 
and Less in Thames Street ; and about 
the same time made Chaplain to the 
King. On the promotion of Dr. Mark- 
ham to the Archbishopric of York, heap- 
pointed his friend, Di. Vincent, Subalmo- 
ner. iu 1788 he became head master of 
Westminster sebool, btit was willioiit 
any considerable preferment in die 
Church till the year 1801, when he re- 
ceived from Mr. ,Addington the accepta- 
ble situation of a prebend in the colle- 
giate f'htirch of IVestminster. On tbe 
translation of Bishop Horsley from Ro- 
chester to St. A!*aph, Dr. Vincent suc- 
ceeded the learned prelate in the deanery, 
which was the boundary of his ambition, 
and where he was content to set up his 
stalF for the remainder of his days. 
Shortly after this the dean was engaged 
in a controversy with some of his digni- 
fied brethren, occasioned by a very indis- 
criminate charge which had been brought 
against our public schools in one or two 
public sermons. The dean naturally 
feeling himself affected by the reflections 
that had been thrown out in these dis- 
eourses, entered into a warm deienee of 
the seminarv over which he had long pre* 
sided, and he <;iuTeeded in convincing 
every liberal iniiided person that the ac- 
cusation of neglecting rebgious instruc* 
tion there, was sufficiently repelled. In 
the late published correspondence of Mr. 
Gibbon are some admirable letters of tbe 
deao, which ihow hit candor and ability

Grammar School. Tfie son received his 
entire education at home till he arrived 
at a proper age to remove to the Univer- 
sltj^ of Cambridge, where he was entered, 
in 17')'!, o! Trinity College. In 1739 he 
t(iok the degree ot B.A. being second 
wrangler; that ofM. A. in 1762 ; at which 
time be was fellow of his college; two 
years afterwards he was appointed Pro- 
lessor of Ciiemi&try, and in 1771 created 
D.D. by royal mandate, beiog the same 
.year unanimously chosen Regius Profes- 
sor of Divinity, with the rectory of*So- 
inersham, in Huntingdonshire, annexed. 
Being admitted a Fellow of the Royal 
Society, he enriched the Tolumes of that 
learned body with many valuable com- 
munications, most of which he after- 
wards incorporated in his Chemical Es- 
says. In 1774, he was presented to a 
Prebend in the Chnnh of Ely, and in 
1780 succeeded Dr. riiunptre as Arch- 
deacon of that diocess. The same year 
he was presented to the rectory of North- 
wold in Norfolk, and having the s^ood 
lortune to become tutor to the late Duke 
of Rutland, his patron £rst gave him the 
valuable rectory of Knaptoft in Leices- 
tershire, and next exerted bis interest 
for his advancement to the bishopric of 
Xandafi*. Ue was consecrated in 1782, 
and soon after attracted attention by 
a letter to the Arc hbishoj) of Canter- 
bury, on an equalization of the church 
revenues. In 1786 another of his pupils, 
Mr. Luther, of Ongar in Essex, bequeath- 
ed to him a legacy of 20,000l. At the 
time of the King's illness in 1789, Bi?hop 
Watson advocated the unqualiticd right 
of the Prioce of Wales to assume the 
r^^ncy, which, witli «oine other political 
doctrines occasionally advanced by him 
in the American War, and during the 
Tkencb Revolution, had the effect, it is 
supposed, of impeding his traii'-lation to 
a DCtter bishopric. Ilis Lordship is an 
admirable preacher, and the writer of 
tfiis well remembers the delight with 
which he heard him plead for the Hu- 
mane Society on two occasions; one in 
1791,atSt. Martin's in the Fields; and the 
next time^ in 1797, at St. Bride*stChurch 
in Fleet Street. Neither of these dis- 
courses has been printed. The Bishop 
l»s greatly cultivated his estate of Cal- 
gaithParkm Westmoreland, where he has 
pIttMed a prodigious number uf trees, with 
aucb. success as to gn^n him a premiui^ of

This fritiul of the human race 
was born in 1759, at Hull, of which town 
bis grandfather was twice mayor. By 
the death of Mr. Wilberforee's latber, 
while be was vety ywmg, the care of his 



rducation devolved on his mother, who 
placed him under the Rev. Mr. Fucking- 
ton, and afterwards in the grammar school 
superintended by tbe exemplary Joseph 
Milner. About the year 177.5, he was 
entered at St. John's College, Cambridge, 
and while at tbe university he contracted 
a close friendship with the late Mr. Pitt, 
and the present Dean of Carlisle. On 
coming of age, he was chosen one of the 
representatives for his native town, and 
at the general election he was returned 
Ibr that place, and also for the county of 
York, when he made his option for the 
latter. In 178r be brought forward a 
motion for the abolition of the slave trade,' 
in consequence of which a vast number 
of petitions appeared in lavor of that mea- 
sure froni all parts <»f tbe kingdom. The 
next year Mr. Pitt, in the name of his 
friend Mr. Wilhcrforce, who was at that 
time ill, submitted some resolutions on 
tbe subject to tbe bouse; but the bust* 
ncss was delayed till the folbMring sesr 
f?ion, when tbe propositions were support- 
ed by W ilbcrforce, Pitt, Burke, and Fox : 
atid tbe question earned without a divi- 
sion. Still the great work was not yet 
completed, and our great philanthropist 
had to contend with many formidablo 
interests in tbe progress of bis benevo« 
lent object. By repeated discussions, 
however, the traffic hetame moderated, 
and the condition of the skves in our 
colonies was considerably improved. At 
length, however, the consummation of 
this triumph of humanity was effected by 
parliament; and thpre is reason to hope 
that the example which this nation baa 
set will operate on all the other states 
of Europe, as well as America. But the 
generous eiibrts of this excellent man 
have not been confined to one descrtptioii 
of his fellow creatures, for every charity 
in the empire, and every subscription for 
the relief of the distressed, have been 
aided by his purse, and recommended by 
his eloquence. In the great contest for. 
the county of York, carried on by the fa- 
milies of Fitzwiliiam and Lascelies, Mr* 
Wilberforce was put to a considerable «• 
pense, but on that occasioD be had £e 
satisfaction of seeing how much he was 
beloved, not onlv in his uative county, but 
in every put or the kingdom. Though 
he was successful in that instance, he 
deemed it prudent to retiae at the next 
election, since which he has sat for Bram- 
berinSussei. About the year 1797, Mr. 
Wilberfoice married Misa Spooncr, the 
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daughter of an opnlcnt merchant at Bir- 
mingham, with whom lieoblaiueda haud- 
iMNne fortune.

WiLRiNs, Charles, LL.D. F.R.S. and 
librarian to the East India Company at 

their house in Leadenhall Street. This 
gentleman was fur many years resident 
m Bengal, as senior merchant in the 
Company's service, and while there, he 
distinguished himself notooly by studying 
the Sanscrit and other languages, but by 
his exertions in typography. Of this, a cu- 
rious account is given in a letter from Mr.

He 
has since that formed a very correct and 
beautiful fount of Peruan Talik cbarao* 
ters, in wltich the contrivances and divi- 
sions in exactly imitating the writing in 
the same space are truly admirable ; and 
intends, when his present avocations 
will permit, to cast a complete set of 
Shanscrit characters, in or^ler to print 
a grammar of that recondite language, ' 
which he has composed. Such typogra- 
phical merit as this gentleman's should 
surely be known whilst he is living, and 
secured firom oblivion when the world is 
unfortunate enough to lose him : on which 
account I have lon^ been solicitous to ob-

WiLLZAKS, i3avid; born in Glamor- 
ganshire, and educated at a seminary in 
Carmarthen appropriated to the purpose 
of training up youths to the dissenting 
ministiy. His first appearance in ihat 
character was at Frome in Somerseti^hirc, 
from whence he removed to take the 
charge of the Meeting at Exeter where 
Peirce and Halleit had officiated. Here 
he attempted lo introduce a retbrmed li- 
turgy, as it was culled, which tor a little 
while rendered him popular; but the le- 
vity of the preacher and some supposed 
deviations from that line of conduct which 
ouj^ht to maik tbe Christian pastor, oc- 
casioned his dismissal and he was obliged 
to quit the West of England abruptly. 
He then settled in London, and, for a lit- 
tle time, acted as minister to a small con> 
gregation at Highgate ; but as his prin- 
ciples were rather free, he soon broke off 
his connexion with the dissenters, and 
commenced a new plan of education, 
which promised wonders and ended in 
nothing. This scheme, however, he car- 
ried on for some time at Chelsea, and bad 
Dr. Franklin for a lodger, with whom he 
concerted the plan of establishing a deist- 
ical congregation. Tlie project, on being 
matured, was brought out with great pa- 
lade at a chapel in Margaret Street, Ca- 
l^dish Square ; and amoil^ -others who 
contributed towanU the support of this 



attempt to imdermino Ckristianity the 

Sreat Frederick of Prussia was mentioned, 
'or some time the novelty attracted great 
notice, and many persons of distinction 
attended the lectures, but infidelity itself 
affords few charms for the public, and 
certainly .is ill i :i!< ulated for popular in- 
struction, so that it is no wonder the cha- 
pel was bopn deserted, and this minister 
of the- religion of nature left to exert his 
wits in some other calling. At the Inreait- 
ing out of the Frcncli revolution our au- 
tlior was honored with the approbation of 
the botchers who were busily cm{>loyed 
in the manufacture of constitutions; and 
he was actually invited over by them to 
assist them in their labors. Mr. Wiliiams, 
however, had more good sense and libe-- 
rality than to encourage .the* desperate 
leaders in the troubles X)f that country in 
their ferocious designs ; aud he had even 
the courago to oppose them, for which 
he was denoanceu as a royalist. On this 
he returned to England and soon after 
was employed by Mr. Bowyer to write a 
continuation of the History of England 
from the Kevolution, but the manner in 
which he performed this service giving 
just offence he was dismissed. The best 
performance of Mr. Williams was that of 
establishing the Literary Fund, for which 
he has been rewarded by a provision out 
of the funds of that institution^ and a 
residence in the house.

WiLLiAMSy HsLEM Maria, a lady who 
has figured very consideniMy during the 
revolution in France, where she iias re- 
aided almost from the very beginning of 
its troubles. In 1779 she resided at 
Berwick, but not long afterwards came 
to Londpn, under the patronage of Dr. 
Kippis, who first introiliiMd her to the 
mrorld as a writer, when she Was about 
eighteen years old. The success ot her 
first poem encouraged her tu pursue the 
literary career in a variety of ways; but 
that in which she was most eminently 
Aiccessiiil, was in the character of a no- 
velist. Two volumes of her poems were 
published by subscription and produced 
ter a considerable sum, which enabled 
her to vibit France af)out the year 1788. 
The recepiion she experienced in that 
country induced her to leave her own 
entirely in the turbulent era of 1791, 
and slie has continued to reside at 
Paris ever bince. During the reign of 
Robespierre, she was for some time con- 
fined in the Temple ; hiit wlicn the ty- 
rant tVll, she obtained her release, and 
resumed her literary and political course, 
having the noted Mr. Stone forherfnend 
and protector. Thuui^ii a violent repub- 
lican, this woman could stoop to eulogize 
the late usurper of France ; and, to her 
eternal disgrace, she undertook the em- 
ployment of editing the Corrcs]iu!iil( iK;e 
of Louis X\T. accompanying all llie let- 
ters with the basest calumnies, and the 
most brutal observations. The following 
is a list of her publications :

At 
ihe age of seventeen, he was placed 
with a painter, but quitted that profes- 
sion to commence author and trauslator. 
When he was no more than «^hteeii, 
he wrote a defence of Garrick against Dr. 
Kenrick, which procured him the friend- 
ship of the British Roscius. Abi>ut two 
years afterwards, he went to Ireland, and 
during his residence in Dublin, he edited 
several periodical publications ; hut hav- 
ing attacked the government during the 
administration of the Duke of Rutland, 
a prosecution was commenced against 
him, and he was obliged to decamp, leav- 
ing the printers to endure the judgment. 
In 1784, he was associated with Mr. Bate 
Dudlej in conduction die Morning He- 



HHA, but a violent quarrel breaking out 
betweeii tbem, Williams wrote an ifttem- 

f>erate satire on his antagonist for which 
je was prosecnted. The action, however, 
terminated by the interference of some 
firieods. In 1787, Williams accompanied 
his friend Pilon to France, and on his re- 
turn commenced a pap«r called " The 
Brighton Guide." He next settled at 
Bauiy from which place he was also tinder 
the necessity of withdrawing prrcipilate- 
ly; and in 1797, we find him in the court 
of King[s Bench, as plaintiff in au action 
againstTiaulder uie bookseller, for a libel 
contained in Mr. Giffoid's poem, entitled 
** The Baviad," where, iu one of the notes, 
the author bpeaking of this scribbler, ob- 
serves, that ** he was one so lost to every 
sense of decency and shame, that his ac- 
quaintance was infamy, and his touch 
poison." In this cause the plaintiff was 
nonsuited, solely from the proof that was 
exhibited of his having himself grossly 
libelled every respectable character in the 
kingdom, from the sovereign down to the 
lowest ef his subjects. Some time ago 
this man was engaged as a theatrical re- 
porter in one ot our newspapers; but 
happening to write a critique on a cele* 
hiated actor, who, in fact, did not perform 
at all on the ni^ht when he was described 
as having murdered his part, the^ calum- 
niator was dismissed.

When the venerable Archdeacon 

Blackbtirne, and other respectable clergy- 
men of the Church of Kugland, proposed, 
about thirty-four years ago, to petition 
Parliament for relief respecting Subscrip- 
tion to our Articles oflleligion, I thought 
at my duty to concur in the measure. 
Since that time I have taken various op- 
"porlunities publicly to avow my humble 
cipinion, that a temperate Reformalion 
in the System of our Church would be 
advantageous to rdigion; particularly 
that it would tend to promote the cause 
of truth and sincerity, by freeing the 
C^tfiSrirDm many painful and distress- 



ing difficulties, which at present embar- 
rass them, if subscription to our Artideii 

of Religion were discontinued : that it 
would render our forms of public worship 
still more atl'ecting and more edifying 
than they are, and probably would recon- 
cile and re-unite to our Cliurch many 
pious Protestants, who differ on some 
points of smaller moment, but agree 
with the established religion in all its 
most important docirines, if our Litur- 
gy were duly corrected by the wisdom 
and authority of the Governors of the 
Church ; removing some unnecessary re- 
petitions, some obscure expressions, and 
some metaphysical doctrines, which oc- 
4:ur in the Creeds and Prayers ; expung- 
ing every blemish of unscriptural lau- 
<;u;ij:;c which may he round in thcni, or 
in any o-her part of the Book ol Common 
Prayer; and in contimrmity with the ex^ 
ample of the gospel, uniformly address- 
ing prayer to God alone, yet still through 
the inediatiua of our blessed Saviour Je- 
sus Christ. 

And now, my Lord» having lived to 
an advanced age, and observed no appear- 
ance whence it may be collected that any 
such Reformation in the Chtirch is in- 
tended by tlie Rishop';, I think it pro- 
per that I should add, Ictbre [ am disa- 
bled by the infirmities incident to my 
time of life, the farther testimony of my 
unaltered sentiments in favor of an Eccle- 
siastical Reformation, such as I have here 
alluded Lo, by tendering to your Lordship 
my resignation of the rectory of BlacK 
Notley : and I do tender to you my itl^ 
signaiion of it accordingly, for the rea- 
sons, and with the view s, here stated. At 
the same time I think it right to declare,' 
that, by making this tender to your Lord- 
ship, 1 ought not to be understood to act 
from motives of hostility to the Chiurch 
of England, or of partiality to any other 
church or sect of Christians. I wish to 
satisfy my mind, by thus retiring from my 
station as aminister of oui Church ; but it 
isnotmy intentk)n to separate m3rsetf from 
her communion.

caidt. lie returned to that country ia 
1789, and completed his agricultural sur- 
vey, of which he pubU.^hLd an account. 
The intermediate space between this pe- 
riod and his appointment as secretary to 
the Board of Agriculture, was filled up by 
a variety of pursuits of practical utility; 
being either engaged upon his own farm, 
or in making observations and improve- 
ments in different parts of the kingdom. 
When Sir John Sinclair succeeded in pre- 
vailing on Mr. Pitt to esttbiish the board, 
lie had also interest enough to secure the 
nomination of Mr. Young to the place of 
secretary, with a salary uC four luiudrcd 
pounds a year, and this oflice lie has held 
with credit ever since.

ZoucH, Rev. Thomas, D.D.F.L.S. Pre- 
bendary of Durham, and Rector of Wy- 
ciiffe in Yorkshire. This venerable di- 
▼ine was bora in 1737, at Stndal sear 

Yorkshire, and in 1757 removed from the 
school of the latter place to Trinity Col- 
Jeee, Cambridge. In 1760 he was elect- 
eaioto one of Lord Craven's scholarships, 
along with Mr. Joah Bates, celebrated 
afterwards for his skill in music. The 
year following Mr. Zouch took his de- 
gree of Bachelor of Arts, and was classed 
as the third Wrangler. Having been 
chosen fellow of his College in 1763, he 
was appointed assistant tutor, which of- 
fice he discharged with extraordinary 
credit, though his assiduity so much im- 
paired his health that he was obliged to 
quit the University : on which his Col- 
lege presented him in 1770 to the rectory 
oiWycliffe in the North Riding of York- 
shire. In this country retirement he 
continued man^ years, performing the 
office of a parish priest with great dili- 
gence, and augmenting his knowledge of 
natural history. Ills boianital excursions 
in a pleasant and romantic part of York- 
Shire, contributed not a little to invigo- 
rate his constitntion. By the death of 
his elder brother, the Rev. Henry Zouch, 
in 1795, he succeeded to an estate at 
Sandal, where he now resides. On the 
demise of Dr. Smith, the ]Masler of Trin- 
ity College, one of the most learned ma- 
tnematiciaus of his age, he was requested 
by the vice-master snd senior felkms to 



deliver a Lathi funeral oration in honor 
of his memory, which is said to have 
been much admired for the classicai ele- 

gtnce of its language. In 1796 Mr. Pitt 
ad an idea ot appointing him to the 
mastership of Trinity, whicn design how- 
ever was set aside in favor of the present 
Bishop of Bristol. But in 1805, the saiaa 
minister gave him the seoond prebend in 
the Church of Durham, and the same 
year lie took liis degree ofD.D. In 1809 
the see of Carlisle was offered to Dr. 
Zouch, but in consequence of his ad- 
vanced age and retired habits he thought 
proper to decline the acceptance.

Of this mode- 
rate republicftn, who strenuously endea- 
voured to prevent ihe introduction of 
French politics into his (ouniry, the fol- 
lowing anecdote i« related. He was the 
first ambassador to -the English court 
from the United States in ifas, and on 
that occasion was as usual introduced to 
his Majesty in his closet, where in mak- 
ing his speech he was verjr much em- 
barrassed. The King perceiving hh con- 
iusioD, said, " Sir, the whole ol this husi- 
nero is so ettraordinary, that the feelings 
you discover upon the occasion appear to 
me to be very just and proper. 1 wish, 
Sir, to be clearly understood before I re- 
ply to the very obliging !^cntiment8 ^ou 
have expressed in ^half of the United 
States of America. I am, you may well 
suppose, the last person in England that 
consented to the dismembennent of the 
■oupire by the independence of the Uni- 
ted States; and wliile the war was con- 
tinued, I thought It due to my subjects to 
vroseoute that war to the utmost : but. 
Sir, I have consented to their indepen- 
dence, and it is ratified by treaty ; and I 
now receive you as their minister pleni- 
potentiary, and every attention, respect, 
and protection granted to other plenipo- 
tentiaries, yon shall receive at ihis court. 
And, Sir, as I was the last person that 
consented to the independence of the 
United States, so I sliall be the last }»er- 
son to disturb or in any manner to in- 
fringe upon their sovereign independent 
rights ; and I hope and trust that from 
blood, religion, manners, habits of inter- 
course, and almost every other conside- 
ration, the two nations will continue for 
ages in friendship and confidence with 
each other." This speech which was Tin- 
premeditated made a great impression on 
^e mind of Mr. Adams, who. after his 
return to America^ always spoke of his 
Majesty ia the hi^st terms <4 admira- 
tion. .

Having served 
out his time he came to London, aud after 
working as journeyman to a cabinet ma- 
ker, he be^n business for himself in the 
same hne. llappening to be employed in 
constructing some water closets, he form- 
ed an ideaof improving those articles, in 
which he succeeded so well as to take 
out a patent. After this he went on ex- 
ercising his genius in various inventions, 
the principal of which were his locks and 
his hvdraulic machines. For some time 
before his death he was employed ia 
erecting several large works on the 
l^nk of the Thames for sawing stones 
and deals ; but by over exertion lie 
brought on a complaint which carried 
him off rather suddenly, early in 1315, 
in the sixty-sixth year of his aqe.
